1 . AT MAY 13 MEETING, THE NPG STAFF GROUP AGREED ON 
THE FOLLOWING CHANGES TO THE REVISED DRAFT PERMREPS 
REPORT ON THE NPG TECHNOLOGY STUDY IN REF A: 

- A. PARA 4, SECOND SENTENCE. REVISE TO READ QUOTE: 

THIS IS BECAUSE MUCH OF THE TECHNOLOGY WAS RELEVANT TO 
BOTH CONVENTIONAL AND NUCLEAR PLANNING, BEING CONCERNED 
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WITH SURVEILLANCE, TARGET ACQUISITION, INFORMATION PRO- 
CESSING, COMMAND AND CONTROL, GUIDANCE SYSTEMS, AND 
WARHEAD EFFECTS (REFERRED TO IN THE STUDY AS THE TARGET 
ENGAGEMENT SEQUENCE). END QUOTE. THE UK PROPOSED THIS 
CHANGE, INITIALLY WITHOUT REFERENCE TO THE TARGET 
ENGAGEMENT SEQUENCE. OTHER REPS, HOWEVER, INSISTED ON 
RETAINING THE REFERENCE.

AT THE MAY 23 PERMREPS MEETING. IN THE DISCUSSIONS, 

STAFF GROUP MEMBERS NOTED THAT A PRINCIPAL ISSUE REQUIRING 
RESOLUTION IS THE EXTENT TO WHICH FOLLOW-ON WORK SHOULD BE
